Soldiers Failed to Stop the Kishineff Horrors-Cruelty 


Beggars Description—A Jewess Pound With 


Nails Driven Through Her Temples. 


Odessa, May 9 (delayed in transmis- 


sion -across frontier)—Advices 
from 


Kishineff tell of a state of terrorism. 
The streets are filled with wounded 
Jews and the massacre has by no 
means ceased, though, its. open prose- 
cution by men who cried aloud for the 
blood of the Jews has been checked 
by the soldiers unwilling enough, ror 
they, too, would have joined the riot- 
ers had they dared. 


The hospital vans are slowly gath- 


ering the wounded for removal to 
Odcosa, but each day fresh victims are 
found who' were attacked during the 
1'ours of darkness, when even' the pres- 
ence of the soldiers, themselves more 
tban half in league with the fanatical 
slayers of the Jews, did not serve to 
prevent these new outrages. 


It IB now said that the outbreak 


was originally caused by a rumor from 
Bubossari that a' Christian child bad 
been slain by a Jew. There is not a 
scintilla of proof to be found that such 
a child was slain by a Jew. 


The real underlying cause of this 


•wholesale, nraasacre, with' all its ac- 
companying horrors,, is undoubtedly 
the hatred ielf toward the whole Jew- 
ish race in connection with the com- 
petition which the Jews .have furnished 
in trade. 


For the extent of the outrages, for 


the cruelties practiced and the fiend- 
ish tortures inflicted on this helpless 
people, the inactivity of tie soldiers is 
largely responsible. 
Before the eyes 


of these soldiers Jews were struck 
down in the streets, tortured 
and 


s:lain. 
Jews who fled 'to tram cars for 


safety had no sooner gained the 'frail 
refuge than the frenzied cries' of the 


mob, 
"Throw us out the Jews! Throw 


us out the Jewis!" caused other passen- 
gers on the cars to push the Jews 
overboard. 


The mob with yslls of delight seized 


upon them at ones and stamped them 
to death. 
Children were stoned to 


death or had their necks broken, with 
r alters. 
Some of the children were 


swung by the feet and their brains 
dashed out on the pavements. 


The cruelties practiced are almost 


Leyoad belief. 
One young Jewess was 


'found with two nails driven through 
b.er temples. 


A man had his tongue torn out and 


his lipa cut off. Others of the victims 
were literally stamped into shapeless 
masses. 


The body of a young girl wlio had 


sought refuge in a cellar, was, it is re- 
ported, torn in twain.- The details of 
some of the cruelties practiced are un- 
] rintable. 


Men, 
women and 
children 
were 


hurled, to the pavement from the third 
ttory windows and their bodies hacked 
to pieces by the mob with hatchets. 
Others of the rioters wielded hammers 
and axes. 
Women were knocked in 


the head and their skulls crushed. 


The Jews had little chance to retal- 


iate, and if they J-ied to, the police 
Quickly stopped them. 
A few, who 


jiad arms, tried to rescue their friends, 
Imt the police took away their arma 
rnd delivered th«ir *c%rers over de- 
fenseless to the merciless mob. The 
police themselves aidec in the murder 
rnd wholesale looting. 


Quantities of rich goods stolen from 


the Jews have been found in posses- 
sion of the police. 
Human heads of 


victims were stuck on poles and parad- 
ed through the streets. 
Thousands 


of houses were robbed. 
Not a Jewish 


house in the city escaped. There was 
no place of safety for one of Jewish 
blood, during the three days of ihe 


f.rst masacre, anywhere in the city of 
Kishineff. 


The mobs roamed" the streets during 


those three day.?, wreaking their will 
on any Jew they found. They robbed 
the houses and carted away the goods 
in broad daylight, while their victims 
\vere being tortured and slain in the 
streets before their own doors. 


Not content with robbery alone, they 


ripped up the floors, scattered the con- 
tents of beds and pillows in the streets 
tore out and smashed costly mantels 
and fireplaces. What they could not 
destroy or carry away they saturated 


] with paraffin and burned. 


The synagogues were invaded and 


the caretakers slain. 
Some of them 


were bound upon the altars and cut to 
pieces. Others were made to drink 
tiicir own blood. 
Then the altars 


were hewn down and the Bibles taken 
from the desks and burned. 
Parch- 


ments and .scrolls of the Masaic law 
were torn into ribbons and strewn 
along the street?. The (soldiers jested 
as they threw ribbons of these sacred 
parchments over one another's shoul- 
ders. 


The synagogues were burned to the 


ground. 
So also were hundreds of 


honees. 
In the cellars of some of 


these houses men and women who had 
sought refuge from the frenzied mobs 
outside were suffocated and their bod- 
ies roasted when their homes burned 
above* their heads. 


Thousands of Jewish residents of 


Kishineff are today without shelter. 
Wounded persons are not only in the 
streets of the city, but are 
strung 


{Jong the country roads between the 
city and Odessa, whither they have es- 
sayed to crawl,in their stricken con- 
dition. 


One man, whose left leg had been 


cut off at the kneo had crawled two 
miles out of the city before he was 
found and picked up by one of the hos- 
pital vans. 


It was not until the third day of the 


masacre that the soldiers wero given 
the order to fire on the mob. On that 


day, 
too, the Jews were given the 


right to fire on their assailants. 


In Kishineff there is today a militia 


formed of Jews. 
There are 1,500 


members in this impromptu band, and 
they are armed with hatchets revol- 
vers—anything that will serve as a 
veapon. 


These men now patrol the streets 


of the city day and night to protect 
those who are left and to safeguard as 
uauch as they 
may, the 
helpless 


Bounded who still remain. But in 
spite of their efforts and the presence 
of the soldiers the killing has not en- 
tirely ceased. 


Many arrests have been made and 


more will follow. 
Every day it K 


becoming more evident that the mas- 
sacre was planned with the greatest 
deliberation. 
Part of the evidence at 


the trials of prisoners now accused 
will be badges that were said to have 
i-een worn by the leaders of the mob. 
The attacks on the Jews are said to 
isve started at once in five different 
sections of the city, and each separate 
mob was under the leadership of a 
man who in turn was. responsible to a 
general head, to, whom the results of 
the fiendish work accomplished were 
finally reported. 


That the Governor of Bessarabia 


was cognizant of the plans of the mob 
is now abundantly proved. 
Knowing 


full well that the Jews were to be mur- 
dered the government officials, fro: 
the governor down to the tsmallest

AS. TO "TARIFF TINKERING." 


'•Tariff tinkering" is the pet phrase 


of Republican politicians, and they use 
it to attach odium to every righteous 
measure for reform.

Great Gathering Expected to Par- 


ticipate

* 
tare*. 
The 4hird week of May is to be a 


sort of "old home week" for Ohioana 
scattered all over the Union—and there 
are over a million of them—for that 
is the date which has been set for 
thi celebration of lli- one hundredth 
anniversary of the admission of Ohio 
to statehood, and theie will be a great 
home gathering of Oliionns to witness 
it and participate in it, says the Chilli- 
cothe correspondent ot the Washington 
Post. The formal celebration will be 
compressed into two d.iys—Wednesday 
and Thursday, the 20th and 21st—but 
various adjuncts ha\(-' been planned, 
extending into adjacent days. 


The celebration is to take place in 


the quiet, staid lowu of Chillicothe, 
nestling in the wide Scioto valley, 
which the Indians uses! to call "the gar- 
den of the world," for it is there that 
the state was born anil struggled up- 
waid through the fiist years of its ex- 
istence. It was this little town -which 
a hundred years ago was the capital of 
all that vast northwestern territory 
lying between the Oluo and the Mis- 
sissippi. Here General Arthur 
St. 


Clair, honest, indomitable and most 
irascible gentleman, imposed his edicts 
as governor of the teiritory, and the 
house in which he dwelt is still stand- 
ing. Here he engaged in that fierce 
battle against Massie, \Vorthington and 
Tiffin, 
the 
advocates of statehood, 


which culminated, in November, 1802, 
in u mob assaulting bis house one night 
and compelling him to flee by the back 
way. 
It was in Chillicothe, on the 29th 


day of November of that year, that the 
fiist state constitution was adopted, 
and. finally, it was there that the first 
state legislature went into session on 
the 1st day of March, 1803. 


With all these points in its favor It 


was inevitable 'that Chillicothe should 
be selected as the most fitting place to 
hold the great celebration, prepare.' 
tions for which have been in progress 
for many months. - Last fall the state 
legislature appropriated §10,000 as the 
state's share toward the expenses of 
the celebration and authorized Govern- 
or Nash to appoint a commission to 
take charge of it. The governor at 
once appointed the following men to 
serve in that capacity: General J. 
Warren Keifer of Springfield, Rush R. 
Sloane of Sandusky, B. R. Cowan of 
Cincinnati, O. S. Gray of Columbus, 
James Barnett of Cle\ eland, C. M. An- 
derson of - Greenville and Robert M. 
Manly of Chillieothe. 


The State Historical and Archaeolog- 


ical society appointed a centennial 
commission to act in conjunction with 
these men. and the two committees 
went to work at once arranging the 
programme. It was decided that the 
celebration must be primarily a speak- 
ing one, and orators of national repu- 
tation were invited to be present. For 
the band music it was decided that $1,- 
000 should be set aside. As there was 
no auditorium in Chillicotbe capable of 
seating the crowds who would be pres- 
ent it was decided to erect in the city 
park a temporary structure capable of 
seating from 3.000 to 6,000 people, and 
the great portion of the celebration 
will be held there. 


Another feature which impressed it- 


self upon every one as appropriate to 
the occasion was an archaeological and 
historical exhibition, and this was 
placed in the bands of Mr. William B. 
Mills, one of the most enthusiastic col- 
lectors in the state, and Mr. Gerald 
Foulke, the noted archreologist. A lib- 
eral appropriation was made for this, 
which will be held in Memorial hall. 
Ohio, and more particularly Ross coun- 
ty, has long been esteemed a veritable 
treasure bouse of Indian and motmd 
builder relics, and here will be gather- 
ed together all these treasures. There 
will also be a large department de- 
voted to portraits, manuscripts and 
other things of interest connected with 
the history of tbe state. 


The addresses will form a consecu- 


tive series, which will give more fully 
and accurately tban ever before the 
history of Ohio and the Northwest 
Territory from the moment the French 
sailed down the Belle Riviere to the 
present time. The entire series will be
